American Woman’s Suf- 
frage Association Dies 
at Home in Pennsyl- 
vania. : 


Philadelphia, July 2.—Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, honorary president of 
the National American Woman's 
Suffrage association, died at her 
home in Moylan, Pa., near here, at 
7 o'clock this evening. She was 71 
years old, 

Dr. Shaw also was a chairman of 
the womans’ committee of the coun- 
cil of national defense and recently 
was awarded the distinguished serv- 
ice medal for her work during the 
war. 

She was taken ill in Springfield, 
Ill., about a month ago while on a 
lecture tour with former President 
Taft and President Lowell of Har- 
vard University in the interest of 
the League of Nations. Pneumonia 
developed and for two weeks she 
was confined to her room ina 
Springfield hospital. She returned 
to her home about the middle of 
June and apparently had entirely 
recovered. Last Saturday she drove 
to Philadelphia tn her automobile 
and upon her return said she was 
feeling “fine.” She was taken sud- 
denly ill again yesterday with a re- 
currence of the disease and grew 
rapidly worse until the end. 

Her secretary, Miss Lucy: E. An- 
thony,.a niece of Susan B. Anthony, 
who had been with Dr.. Shaw for 
thirty ‘years, and two nieces, the 
Misses Lulu “and Grace Greene, were 
at her bedside when she tied. _

That will be the fate of the na- 
tional democratic party in 1920 if 
the more radical and vindictive op- 
ponents of woman suffrage in rock- 
ribbed states like Georgia, are per- 
mitted to flaunt the women of 
America, and the democratic party 
leaders,’ as was attempted before 
the constitutional amendment com- 
mittee of the Georgia house Tues- 
day afternoon.

That is one feature of the situa- 
tion. 

-Now as to another— 

Equal suffrage is a natfonal dem- 
ocratic measure. 

The titular head of the demo- 
cratic party, the president himself, 
is an avowed champion of it. Every 
member of the president’s cabinet 
stands for it. 

The national democratic commit- 

tee stands for it. 
It will be written in the democrat- 
national platform in 1920, 
A democratic house of representa- 
tives first reported it out of com- 
mittee and passed it on the floor 
by an overwhelming constitutional 
majority. 

The democratic senate reported it 
out of committee and it lacked only 
one vote on the floor of passing by 
the required constitutional two- 
thirds; and at that time Georgia’s

| junior senator, am avowed advocate

His 
presence in the senate would have 
assured its passage, therefore, by 
both houses of a democratic -con- 
gress. 

Lacking that one vote, however, it 
was left to the 66th, a republican 
congress, to accept the measure as 
the choicest morsel on the political 
menu,-and they rushed off with it, 
passing it overwhelmingly as the 
first legislative action of their new 
congressional regime. 

Since that time the republican na- 
tional committee, through Chairman 
Hays, has capitalized the passage of 
the amendment by a republican con- 
gress, and is using it and will con- 
tinue to use it, Knowing that the 
women of every state will vote in 
1920, and to them he will say in 
the next presidential campaign that 
“it was the republican party that 
recognized your rights and placed 
the ballot in your hands.” It is not

Although the condition is rarely | 
evident in the female offspring of a) 


bleeder, nevertheless it can be in- 
herited only from the female, not 
from the male side. Grandidier ob- 
tained records of 93 families 
bleeders,;, in Germany; 258 members 
were bleeders, and of the 258 bleed- 
ers only 22 were females. 

The original cause of hemophilia 
is unknown. But once started in a 
family, a part of the males ‘will ‘be 
bleeders, though their children are 


not bleeders. The. females will prob- 
ably not be bleeders, but their male 
children are likely to be bleeders, 
The females are therefore calléd 
“conductors” of hemophilia. Not 
every female member of the family 


will be a “conductor,” however. And | 
not every male child of a “conduc- | 


tor’ inherits hemophilia. 


A male member of a hemophiliac | 


family who is not himself a bleeder 


may safely marry into a non-hemo- | 


philiac family without any fear of 
transmitting the condition to chil- 
drei.

Many bleeders attain a ripe old 
age, and the tendency to excessive 
hemorrhage seems to diminish with 


‘age. 


Members of hemophiliac families 
are generally weak in physical de- 
velopment, thin, pale, with a deli- 
cate white skin. The bleeding some- 


times occurs spontaneously, without | 


any injury to cause it, such as bleed- 
ine from the mouth, from the stom- 
ach or from the bowel.’ Bleeding 
into the cavity of the knee joint is 
rather common, and X-ray special- 
ists have diagnosed cases of hemo- 
philia for the first time from the 
peculiar appearance of the X-ray 
picture of the joint. 

No abnormality has been found 


in examinations of the blood of 
pleeders. As-a rule a bleeder re- 
generates blood lost by hemorrhage 
more rapidly than an ordinary~-in- 
dividual does. 

One of the most valuable remedies 
for the obstinate oozing or hemor- 
rhage from a trifling cause in a 
bleeder is transfusion of blood from 
a healthy unrelated donor. Or if 
fresh blood is not available, pure 
animal blood serum may be injected, 
even diphtheria antitoxin.

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State Senator Ivan E. Allen, who 
is working industriously against 
the proposition to move the state 
capital to Macon,-is satisfied that 
the Fowler amendment bill will not 
receive a constitutional majority in 
either house of the assembly. In a 
statement on the capital issue, Sen- 
ator Allen says the blocking and 
delaying of capitol and mansion im- 
provements is“ without reason, and 
he believes this legislature will 
soon puncture the removal balloon 
and get down to business in pro- 
viding for these improvements. 

he statement of Senator Allen 
follows: 

‘“‘Having some knowledge of the personnel 
of the present general assembly of Georgia, 
I do not believe that the michievous capital 
removal subject is going to receive any 
more serious consideration of this general 
assembly than has been given to it by the 
several other general assemblies that have 
dealt with ?t*so emphatically in the past. 
No man in public office today, elected by 
the state at large, has ever put the re- 
moval in his platform and evidently did 
not believe that the majority of the people 
of the state were in favor of any change of 
the capitol site. 

“Tt ig known that Atlanta was selected as 
& permanent capital by a majority of 43,900 
in 1877 and the general assembly of Georgia 
accepted the present capitol square and a 
snm of money equal to the value of the old 
capitol at Milledgeville from the city of At- 
lanta in accordance with Atlanta's propost- 
tion: that it be a parmanent capital. I be- 
lieve they will recognize, as other assemblies 
hare, the moral and legal rights of Atlanta 
and many other advantages the present 
location has over the city’ of Macon. 
‘‘Vew men in publie life are willing to 
vote to stage a bitter fight between two 
se@ions of their state or join in a move- 
ment to array two of the leading,cities one 
against the other, realizing that it engenders 
strife and creates bitterness that it takes 
generations to blot out.

Present System Considered 
Most Important. 


One of the educational measures 
now before the general assembly of 
importance to the people in every 
part. of this state is that introduced 
by Hon. H. H. Elders in the senate 
asking the legislature to pass the 
new school code. This was ar- 
ranged by a committee consisting 
of the state superintendent of 
schools, the attorney general and 
H. H. Elders, and W. T. Burkhalter, 
of the last general agssembly. 

M. L. Brittain, state superintend- 
ent of schools, is vitally interested 
in the passage of the educational 
legislation by this general assem- 
bly. “The same bill was slated for 
passage last year, but in the elev- 
enth hour tangle over the appro- 
priation measuré the Elders Dill 
failed to pass the house. Mr. Brit-. 
tain is exceedingly anxious to avert 
this postponement of action on the 
bill this year and Wednesday gave 
out the following views on the im- 
portance of the bill to the welfare 
of Georgia: 

f Many Conflicting Laws. 

The importance of this legislation is seen 
in. view of the fact that there has never 
been a school code in the state. In con- 
sequence, there are dozens of laws interfer- 
ing with each other. Some of them partial- 
ly overlap laws passed years ago; other 
nullify some parts of the law and leave 
in force others, and again, legislation has 
passed occasionally which left other con- 
flicting laws on the subject still in force. 
Such, for instance, is the case with the 
state board of education. The regular state 
code of general laws prepared in 1914 shows 
in one place the professional state board 
of education provided by the laws of 1911, 
and in another the old ex-officio board 
which served prior to that time. 

Besides correcting old troubles gnd mak- 
ing a code which superintendent, boards and 
parents may definitely and clearly under- 
stand, the new school code makes needed 
suggestions and recommendations as required 
by law. For instance, the recommendation 
is made by the codifying committee that 
the compulsory education law be amended 
by the employment of an attendance of- 
ficer to secure the attendance of pupils from 
S$ to 14 years. There has never been any 
proper enforcement of compulsory laws with- 
‘ out such an official. This legislation is still 
further strengthened by the recommendation 
of six months instead of four months’ at- 
tendance and requiring the completion of the 
seventh instead of the fourth grade.

Catching Foul Flies, 

The ecatcaer who is weak on 
catching high foul flies is a liabili- 
ty to his club. Catching flies of 
that kind is an art which can be 
acquired only by long practice ang 
one which requires quick judgment 
and a steady eye. 

Under modern conditions, with 
the high stands that are built on al- 
most all major and minor league 
grounds, catching high fouls has 
become more and more difficult. The

catcher, crouched and waiting to 
reecive a pitched ball, cannot see it 
when it is fouled, but judges in- 
stinctively from the sound whether 
it has shot past him or is in the 
air. He should then glance up- 
ward, locate the ball and start in 
that direction. The rule that no 
player ever should take his eyes 
off the-ball while it is in play 
should jin,this case be violated. The 
catcher has time on high fouls to 
take his eyes off the ball, see the 
angle and locate his position in re- 
gard to the stands. Then he has 
time to look again at the ball and 
judge where it will fall. On very 
high fouls it is inadvisable to try 
to keep, the eye on the ball until it 
starts to descend. Watching such 
balls against the clear back ground 
of the sky is a hard strain on the 
eyes and the instant of relief gain- 
ed by glancing around the stands 
to make certain of ‘the position 


‘clears the eye which otherwise may 


become fogged. 

The catcher should -never run at 
top speed after such fouls. He 
should start easily, judge the ball 
as it starts to fall and then sprint 
until within a dozen feet of where 
the ball seems to be falling. Always 
keep the ball in front of you and 
avoid running under it too far, as 
almost invariably such fouls curve 
quickly in the last twenty-five feet 
of their descent, and the catcher 
who goes too far under the ball is 
forced to make a leaping catch 
back of his head, which frequently 
results in a muff. 

“When a high wind is blowing it 
is safer to remain ten or twelve feet 
from the seeming point of impact 
and make the catch by a quick leap 
forward after judging its final 
curve. 

In such catches it is imperative 
that the catcher claim the catch ina 
loud voice to avoid possibility of 
collisions with the first or the third 
basemen. It is well, too, to have 
an understanding with those men as 
to territory in which each will at- 
tempt to make such catches. It is 
advisable, also, for the catcher to 
permit the first and third basemen 
to:‘make as many catches of such 
flies as they can each, because they 
have the play in front of them 
while he is following the ball. How- 
ever, the catcher should make al- 
lowance for the sun and make many 
catches that naturally would fall 
to the lot of the third baseman be- 
cause the sun frequently blinds that 
player.

at Dinner to Legislators 
Given Last Night by the 
Georgia Automobile As- 
sociation. 


Probably the most 
meeting in the direction of secur- 
ing legislation that will make ef- 
fective a state highway system that 
will result in paved roads through- 
out the state that has ever been 
held in the state’s history, was: the 
dinner at the Kimball house last 
night, given by the Georgia Auto- 


mobile association to the members 
of the general assembly. 

There was a large attendance of 
solons, most of whom remained un- 
til the end of the meeting. The 
speakers were enthusiastic for the 
good roads movement and the lis- 
teners appeared te respond with 
equal enthusiasm, : 

Without: exception, all the speak- 
ers endorsed the majority report of 
the state highway commission, 
whose report is embodied in five 
bills already introduced into the 
general assembly. They all agreed 
that the minority report, as em- 
bodied in measures drawn by for- 
mer Senator Walter Andrews, of At- 


lanta, which have not yet been in- 


troduced in the house,;would result 
in confusion and pilur%e the high- 
way department into a political 
stew that might result fatally to 
the good roads movement through- 
out the state—enthusiasm for which 
now seems to be at high water 
mark. 
Chief Difference. 


The chief difference between tho 
two proposed systems is that the 
majority report provides for a 


[highway commission of three mem- 


bers to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, one from the northern, mid- 
die and southern sections of the 
state for a term of six years, and 
a state highway engineer to be 
named by the commission, while the 
minority report provides for an 
elective commission of twelve mem- 
bers, one from each congressional 
district and a highway engineer to 
be elected by the people. 

The speakers included W. Tom 
Winn, president of the Georgia 
Automobile association, who acted 
as chairman. of the meeting and 
master of ceremonies: J. Morgan 
Turner, chairman, of the state high- 
way commission and the man who 
drew tht majority bills; Leland J. 
Henderson, of Columbus, president 
of the recently organized but al- 
ready powerful Highways: associa- 
tion: Charles L. Davis, of Metiweth- 
er county, president of the Georgia 
Association of. County Commission- 
ers; the chairman of the senate 
committee on highways, Senator. 
chairman of the house highway 
committee;. Representative Dubose, 
of Clarke, and Burt, of Dougherty, 
respectively: and W.. A. Crossland, 
a. highway expert’. of the federal 
bureau of highways, who has re- 


jcently been deing work in Georglia.: 


- 


Indorse Report. 
The presidents of the three -or- 


ganizations first named, in giving 


important 4 


three of which have formally given 


their indorsement to the report. Mr. 
Crossland, representing the federal 
government, while he distinctly dis- 
claimed taking any party stand in 
a state matter, declared that the 
majority report which he had 
studied would meet in every respect 
the requirements of. the federal law, 
while a law providing for a commis- 
sion of twelve men could lead to 
nothing but confusion and bun- 
gling. 

In opening the discussion, agen 
dent Winn, of the Automobile as- 
sociation, declared that the asso- 
ciation had been organized three 
thousand strong, mainly made up 
of automobile owners of the state, 
each of whom was willing to pay 
$10 a year for the organization’s 
support, and that the chief purpose 
of the organization was the con- 
struction of good highways. Some 
of the members, however, did not 
own automobiles, and their mem- 
bership was solely due to their in- 
terest in highway construction. 


Bond Issues Voted. 


Mr. Winn declared that the en- 
thusiasm shown by various coun- 
ties voting in recent bond elections 
had been tremendous. In Glynn 
county there had been only one dis- 
senting vote and in another county 
only three. .Thirty-two counties had 
already voted bond issues agegre- 
Satine $13,945,000 and about fifgeen 
additional counties had arranged 
for bond elections that would in- 
crease the total about five millions 
more, 

“However,” he continued, “it was 
true that not less than 100 counties 
in the state were not able to build 
roads from their own resources. 
‘This makes it absolutely necessary 
for the state government itself to 
take part in order that a system 
may be constructed that wil] con- 
a ae one varirous county seats

Reviews Legislation. 


He reviewed briefly. the higtory 
of .highway legislation in Geargi 
from the first important move 
made in 1908 providing for the use 
of convicts on highways to the act 
of 1916, which created the present 
highway commission. Without any 
reflection whatéver upon its mem- 
bership, he said, the present com- 
mission was without adequate pow- 
ers. 

“Congress saw fit to appropriate 
large sums for highway work in 
Georgia,” he went on, “but the state

‘had failed to provide the commis- 


sion with the sinews of war. The 
highways were sadly inadequate. 
The railroads could not handle the 
freight and the public highways 


“Two ways of raising funds have 
been suggested. Oneris. to increase 
the lidense tax of owners of motor 
vehicles, The second js to lay an 
increased tax: on land# abutting the 
improved reads. Of the two plasn 
the firgt’is.far the m@st feasible. 
The fairest way is to lay a tax on 
the automobile owners and they 
themselves Rave freely ‘eonsented to 
an increase in their annual license 
taxs graduated according to the 
character of the machine so that the 
average tax for every. automobile 
owner would be $20.” 

In describing the enthusiasm that 
had been displayed by the various 
counties in voting bonds, Mr, Turner 
declared that the argument that 
had been most stressed had been 
that the United States would put 
up dollar for dollar with the coun- 
ties for every penny raised by the 
bond issues, This was not entirely 
accurate, he said, as only $8,000,000 
Of-federal funds were available to 
the state, while counties had al- 
ready bonded themselves for nearly 
fourteen millions. This all the 
more stressed the necessity for 
State aid in assisting the counties, 
he declared, 

Dr. C. M. Strahan, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and. secretary 
of the highway commission, who 
followed Mr. Turner, entered more 
in detail into the proposed new 
highway system than of the other 
speakers, He declared that it was 
Proposed to connect up all the coun- 
ty seats and paved roads. This 
would take about 3,600 miles and 
1,200 additional miles would be 
needed to link up other important 
towns not on the direct routes. 

25-Year Task. 

To do all this work would cost 
$85,000,000 to $50,000,000 and would 
require at least twenty-five years, 
if all the money expected to bs 
raised from the increased automo- 
bile taxes, amounting to approxi- 
mately $2/000,000 per year and the 
funds supplied by the counties were 
ae to it. 

he work might be greatly accel- 
erated and possibly reduced to a 
five-year period provided that the 
state constitution were amended, as. 
Proposed in one of the bills intro- 
duced, so as to allow a state bond 
issue for the construction of public 
highways. He suggested that the 
State eventually pay off the princl- 
pal of the county bond issues in cr- 
der that they might apply the funds 
to additional road construction. The 
poorer counties unable to _ issue 
bonds must also be provided for, 
he added. 

Dr. Craig Arnold, of Lumpkin 
county, member of the last house 
and also of the highway commis- 
sion, made a humorous speech in 
which he had the audience with him 
from start to finish, but it included 
a strong argument for state aid in 
the building of roads. 

Types of Construction. 

Leland J. Henderson, of Columbus, 
went into some detail as to the in- 
vestigation which the Georgia High- 
ways association had made to de- 
termine what was the best system 
of state highway construction. They 
had written to all the governors and 
highway commission of the various 
States and the answers were unani- 
mous:’in agreeing that a large com- 
mission would not work and that 
the. smaller commission, Owing its 
position. to executive appointment, 
had ‘been found far more efficient.
